TELLING TALES, 


Tweed Kelates the Secrets of New 
York Legislation. 


New York, September 21.—At the 
examination of Wm. M. Tweed to dav, 
before an investigating commiitce of 
aldermen, he stated in reply to Corpe- 
vation Counsel Cole that he was a dir- 
ector of the Erie railroad in 1869 ; Gould 
and Fisk called on him about an in- 
junction they wanted against Vander- 
bilt; he called on Judge Barnard, who 

ranted the injunction as « matter of 
riendship to Lim; for this they made 
Wiiness a stockholder in 1869; after 
this he lobbied for bills for the Erie 
company at Albany, as their agent, but 
cannot recollect what bills; witness at- 
tended to the senate and Barbour tu the 
assembly; he recived money from risk 
and Gould to inflnence the legislature, 
some $100,000 were spent dn the legis-~ 
ature to carry in 1870 the tax levy; he 
paid the following m+ mbers of the sen- 
ate to vote for it: Wm. H. Graham, 
Llarperaing, Morris, Winslow, Wood 
and Bowen. Money was als) paid for 
railroad bills that year. ‘I'he Transcript 
newspaper vssociation was composed 
of Coruelius Corsan, Peter B. sweenev 
and himseli. They werein the New 
York Printing company, and some 25 
per cent was added to their bi'ls. The 
capital was $10,000 cash, and dividends 
ranged from $70,000 to $100,000 each. 
There was fraud connected with the 
leasing of most of the drill rooms;

Too much rent was paid, and money 
was paid to members of the board of 
supervisors to get the leases.

The convention dis- 
posed of it wisely, by submitting it toa 
vote of the people—Milledgevilie or 
Atlanta ; one, or the other, isto be the 
place; aad without attempting to intlu- 
ence your free chuice, allow me to pre- 
sent, briefly, the argument upon each 
side. / have two intimate friends ; 
the one for Milledgeville, and the oth- 
er for Atianta; and in my presence, 
they have discassed the question, and 
[ yive you their arguments. The 
Milledgevilie man says: that about 
eventy years ago, it was selected as 
hh permanent seat of government. It 
isthe gecgraphical centre of the state. 
it is accessible, having two railroads 
passing iirough it. It would be acting 
in bad faith to remove it. The public 
buildings are ai eady there, and suff- 
cieat for present wants. Great ex- 
pense will be avoided by going back’ 
there. It is much cheaper living there 
than in Atlanta ; and besides there are 
many sacred memories clastering 
around the old “halls of our fathers.’ 

Whilst there, we had honest legisla~ 
lion. The place is so small that there

Thus matters, in 
stead of being better, have been made 
worse than before. The campaign, to 
the astonishment of many who hada 
traditional beliefin the power of Ras 
sia and in the weakness of the Turks, 
has been to the former a succession of 
disasters. After opening brilliantiv 
with the almost bloodless crossing of 
the Danube, the capture of Nikopolis, 
the bold movement of General Gouark- 
ha across the Balkans by 
of the Hank ol pass 
into Ronmelia, and his seizure of the 
Shipka pass when driven back again, 
reverses have followed reverses until 
the situation is entirely changed, and 
the utmost the Russians can now ex- 
pect to do is to for.ify the line of the 
Danube from the mouth of the Yantra 
to sofe point above Nikopolis, and 
stand on the defensive through the 
winter, There is a bare possibility that 
with the reinforcements now arriving, 
and among them that splendid body of 
troops, the imperial guard, they may 
recover some part of the ground they 
have lost within the seven weeks yet 
remaining to them before winter sets 
in.
